Whence ic commeth to paſſe, that as the Horſe 
neighed ar the pifture ofa Horſe, as if ithad beenea 
true horle, and as the Calte inthe Epigramme,went 
to ſucke the teates of a painted Cowe; ſo euen ſome- 
time the wiſeft Chriſtians, alike deceiued with the 
counterfeits, imbrace and entertaine them as their 
tellowes, thinking to ſucke ſome ſweetneſle of grace 
out of them : for as the «£2yptian luglers outward- 
ly repreſented Moſes miracles,and ſo deceiued Pha- 
ra#h: fo doe hypocrites the pietie and zeale of Chri- 
ſtians, and thereby bleare the eyes of the godly. 
Nay, oftentimes, as falſe gold in gliſtering goes be- 
| yond true, and once their hyred mourners in las 
mentation, beyond the deceaſed parties owne 
friends, and fawning flatterers in outward com- 
plements of friendſhip, beyond true friends them- 
ſelnes; ſo may hypocrites in outward workes feeme 
to carry it away trom the loundeſt Chriſtians. Hy.

ming to the Prophet. How ecalily may good Jere- 
wie be deceined with ſuch faire ſhewes? In the A- 
| poſtles times did not the falſe Seducers, which ſer- 
| uednotthe Lord 7eſ#, but their owne bellies, yet 
| with faire and flattering ſpeech deceiue the hearts 
| ofthe ſimple,and make marchand:ſe of their ſoules ? 
| Did they notmakegreat ſhewes of more then ordi- 
nary humility and mortification ? or what auſterity 
is there among the Papiſts, or what zeale in wooing 
and winning of Proſelites, with which that of the 
| Phariſces may not compare? Try wee then the 
/ Spirits before wee truſt them : for though men may 
| compoſetheir faces and falhions ro neuerſo great 
 ſhowes of pictie, yet for all that ſeaven abhominations 
| may lye couched in their deceitſull hearts : And 
| therefore when our Sauiour tels vs, that by their 
fruits we fhall know falſe Prophets, hee meaneth not 
ſotnuch the fruits of their lives, which in outward 
appearance,andin the iudgement of men,may beas

good,as the true Prophets; (for they come in ſheepes 
cloarthing)as of their dofrine : That,we muſt heede 
ſpecially,crying it by the word, and not be carryed 
away with the pompous oftentation, either of rheir 
words or workes. 

Soalſo among our ſelues, we muſt not preſently 
reach forth the right hand of fellowſhip to cuery 
one that beginneth to cry, Zord, Lord ; but firſt we | 
muſt weigh them in the ballance of the SanQuary, 
to ſee whether they be currant mettall or no. Jebves | 
queſtion is fit for all good Chriſtians to propound 
to ſuch as 1chw was, before they admit them into | 
their ſocietie, 1s thy heart wpright ? As Chriſt would 
not truſt ſomerhar ſeemed to truſt him, becauſe hee 
knew them well enough; ſo neither ſhould we,be- 
cauſe we doe not know them. See how ſcrupyleus

as iuſt camtelouſueſſe, whereto the deceitfulneſle of |

The former deceittulnefle [hewes it (elfe ſpecial- 
ly in foure things : 1+ in 1#dging: 2.in perſwading:3.in | 
promiſing : 4. in pratiiſing. For the fitft, waich is in| 
indzing, though ir may ſeeme that judgement be-| 
longs properly to- the minde, yet becaulz here the 
aftecions1nterpole themſclues, and the erroneous 
wdgcment of the minde commonly receiueth ittin- 
ure from the afte&ions,I doe therefore equally in- 
tereſt both the minde and affedZions in this firlt deceit. 
Now the deceit of the heart in iudzing, is either in | 
iudging of our perſons; or of our ations. 

In iudging of our perſons there are ſpecially three 
acceits; nr the firſt is, when we thinke,through

Infinite were it to follow all the particu- 
larities ,' whereby this deceit might be exemplifi-

thereof, when men thinke they haue not ſuch and 
ſuch corruptions, becauſe they feele not the | 
powerfull operation of them, by reaſon of Gods re- 
tcayning hand. Many naturali mer there are'

(hameſull and reproachfull euils: And yet for all

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this , wheſe heart is there free from this deceit of 
thinking himſelfe free enough, and far enough from 
many,ſpecially,batefull and ignominious finnes, as 
murther, thefr,adulcery,ptriury,apoſtacie,and ſuch 
like ? Would not Dawid (thinke we)as well as Peter, 
admonilhed of his future deniall,haue made ſtrange 
of it,if it had beeneto!ld him before-hand,thou thalt 
defile Bathſbebs,murther Yriah ? Would he not haue 
anſwered with Hazael,What am 1 4 ef This de- 
ceit is exceeding dangerous, and therefore take we 
heede of it : For hence is it, that men oftentimes, as 
itſeemeth,of milde andgentlenatures, breake forth 
into great rage,cuen vnto murther; and againe men 
of chaſte behauiour into filthy and brucith vnclean-' 
nefle ; Whence is this I ſay, but from this deceitful- 
nefle of our hearts, whereby we perſwade our ſelues, 
that our nature is nor ſo tar venomed that it ſhouid | 
belikely to bring forth ſuch peſtilent evils?and ther-. 
fore growing ſecure,and remitting of our watchful- 
 neſle, we are the more ality ouerthrowne. Indeede, 
ſome linnes there are,to which we are not ſo much |

; Few will ſo truſt their bodies , thouga never (0 
| found and healthy, but that they will teare euen

within, enen for the vilett diſeaſe ro worke vpon, 
Afuredly thy ſole is a farre more fruittull ſemmary 
of finnes, tacn thy bodie of diſeaſes.

in the onethen in the other ? The heathen Philoſo- 
pher commended this meditation to his ſchollers, 
[tn the hearing of others faults, haue 1 done any ſuch 
like tving ?

Wiſedome is good without an inheritance to the 
owner, but itis not ſo good to sthers, it cannot {0 
clecrely ſhew and manifeſt ir ſelfe ro them , with- 
out the helpe of rffis inſtrument. As how could 
Abrahaw haue [hewed his hoſpitall and bountifull 


minde, in entertayning ſtrangers, if poore? How

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could'70b hane dechared his mercy and liberality to 
the poore without his riches ? How could Selomen 
haue witneffcd his munikicence, and royall magnifi- 
cence z yea, his zcale,and piety in building the tem- | 
ple, together with his wiſedome and skill in natu- | 
rall Philoſophy, had not the Lord fo abundantly 
furniſhed him with theſe helpes? What then ? ſhall 
we lay becauſe riches are the inſtraments whereby | 
Vertue declareth it ſelfe, therefore they make men | 
vertuous ? that, becauſe a good penne is theinſtru- | 
ment of writing, therefore 1t will make one a good 
writer ? nay, rather a good writer makes the penne | 
good, and to be a fic inſtrument of writing well. 
| For furniſh an vnskiifull writer with never ſ@ good | 
a penne, yer his fiſt remaines ſtill as vnskiltull : So a 
| good man knowes how to make vſe and aduantage | 
of riches for the praiſe of Vertue, as Salomon |,,,,, 
layes, The crowne of the wiſe is their riche; ; but yet cleared. 
gige them a foole, and you puta [word intoa mad | 
mans hand, ſtill he is as wicked, nay, worſe then be- | 
fore, as Salomon addeth in the fame place, the folly | 
| of fevles, namely, rich ones, & fookſbneſſe : why? was | 

it not fooliſhnefle before they were rich? - yes, but | 
not in compariſon of that it is now, lince they be- | 
came rich. Thar as Wiſedome is good, that is, better, 
ſhines brighter,ſo folly is nasght, that is, farre worle, | 
more palpably diſcouers it ſelfe, with an mberr-

T his deceit is far more deepe and dangerous,then 
any of the former three : for their errour was in the 
ground,whereon their argument was built,not in the 
application thereof, as 1n the argument of the 's 
worldling;}Wheſoeuer bath outward proſperity is in Go 
favour : But 1 have outward proſperity. Here the de- 
ceit is in the repo ncr inthe aſſumption: for he 
truely «//ames to himſclfe outward proſperitie ; but 
his propeſeion is falle,that outward proſperitie is an ar- 
ument of Gods fauour.

and temporarie beleeuer ; which is fo great,that eucn 
the moſt iudicious, and diſcerning Chriſtian can- 
not perfectly diftinguiſh betwixt them. Hence 7+ 
das among the Diſciples, and 4nnavias and Saphirs, 
and Nicholas the Deacon,among them in the Primi- 
tive Church, till God deteRed them, went for hs 


belecuers: for this difference of theſe two faiths 
howſocuer in generall we know it, asit is revealed in 
the word z yet in ſpeciall we know it not;as it is in 
men, that wee can fay, before the ea- declare it, 
This man is 4 temporary onely. Thigis diſcernable one-| 
ly to him, thatis greater chew our hearts, and-theree 
oreknoweth our hearts better then our ſclues.

Neuerthelefſe the Temporary, it he would deale vn- 
ally in the trying of his owne heart, by the 
rule of the word, he ſhould calily come to eſpieout 
the deceit thereof.

| commenting vpon thoſe words of Chriſt [but there 
| are ſome of you that beleeue not, \for 1eſ15 knew who they 
' were that beleened nat and who ſhould betray him.Marke 
how the Euangeliſt ranckes the :r4y/0ur among the 
' non-beleeners ; and how, being to giuea reaſon why 
; Chriſt ſaid all of them belecued nor, he faith Chrift 
| knew who ſhould betray him. And more: plainely 
| doth this appeare afterward in Chrifs anſwere ito 
| Peter, profefling in the name of the whole twcelue,

Firſt, the knowledge of the temporary is not {o 
well grounded eicher vpon the teſtimony of the ap 
tures,or vpon expcrience, as is the knowledge of the 
true beleeuer. T'o which may that ſeeme to apper- 
 taine which is ſaid in the Goſpel, thar they have no 
roote, their knowledgeis nota rooted and well-ſetled 
knowledge : for neither hane they that care which 
the true beleeuers haue to build themſelnes on the 
ſure authorities of the Scriptures, neither yer ar all 
doe they nouriſh their knowledge with an. holy pra- 
Riſe, that ſo they might haue a pradficall, a feeling, 
and experimeniall knowledge z wherein indeede the 
knowledge of faith excellezh the kno @ eucn 
of the Diuel] himſclte : tor rhough he- excel} vs, as 
in all orker knowledge, fo alſo in divine, yet hee 
knowes not the chiefe points thereof, tuch as are

Secondly,the knowledge of faith is a through hea- 
ting knowicdge, which warmes a man at the very 
hearr,working loue of the truth knowen : for truth 
andgoodpeſſe difter no more than the ſeale and the] 
print. Truth, truely knowne, ftampes goodneſle in 
the heart. But the temporariesheart recemes no ſuch 
impreffion, ſtill it remaines an euill and -vnſound 
heare, a nourcery of many ſecret corruptions, in 
which is no goodnedle. Therefore his knowledge is 
onely a flame that giues hght by blazing , but no 
ſound and durable heat by burning. | 

Thirdly, the knowledge of faith is an humble 
knowledge.

| were repleniſhed with the ioy of the Holy Ghoft. 
Bur the temporaries ioy comes not fo ſlowly , but :

night. And thereforein the parable it is ſaid,thatthe 
ſeedin the ſtony ground incontinentlyſprung forth:

Itis good then for Chriſtians;that would not 
deceiue themſelues, to take heede of the ſtony

Daxids thirſt made him venter the lives of his three 
worthies. In nature the comcupiſcible taculty is ſecon- 
ded with the iraſcible, our defireis backed with our 
anger ; ſo that being croſled in our delires, our an- 
ger preſently is vp in armes, and laboureth the re- 
mouall of that which crofſeth. So fire, belides its 
light, whereby ir delirerh as it were the higheſt place, 
hath alſo beate, to conſume all obſtacles rhart with- 
ſtand his aſcent. But now our cemporaries delires are 
nothing elſe but idle,jazic,and lusking wiithes, ſuch 
as the [luggards, whereot Sz/omen thus ſpeakerh. 
The defire of the ſluggard ſlayeth him: for his hands re-| 


hath nawght,\N hy? becauſerhe Lyon in the way terri- 
fieth him,the toyle of working (cares him: he would 
faine haue mear,but he will not worke: and fo thoſe 
in the Goſpel would faine haue the heauenly bread; 
Lord,ewermore giue vs of this bread, but they will not

cifull, as to make himſelfe falſe, and vnfaithfall. 
The fift deceit is{when our hearts the better to 
hearten vs to ſinne, plead the neceſſity of liuing in 
this world, & maintaining our ſclues and our char- 
ges.

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not it which angred Dawid. For then how cameit 
to paſſe that his anger prouoked him to ſweare, to. 
conceive a bloudy purpoſe of murther ? Grace be- 
gets not finne, but holds backe from linne.Grace is * 
neuer a paire of bellowes to blow vp in vs the fire of 
corruption,ſo as is often our anger. And therefore 
our anger then is,not of grace, but of corruption. 
. Holy anger, that is conceived againſt finne, 
dork not any thing vaſic vs for duties wee owe ci- 
ther God, or man ; no not that man with whom 
weeare angry. As Moſes was angry with the Iſrac- 
lites, and chid them tharpely, yet wichall prayed 
for them heartily. As when our children, oak 
their ewne fault,haue get ſome fickneſle,for all our 
angry ſpeeches, wee goeto the Phyſitian for them. 
Chriſt, when hee was angry with the Phariles, ar 
the ſame time mourned for their ſinne. Jonathan 


was angry with his father for vowing Dazids death: Mar.3.5. 


yet his anger made him (peake nothing vnbeſce- 
ming the duty, cither of a Sonne to his Father, or 
of a Subict to his Soveraigne. Anger againſt finne 

is alwaye3 ioyned with loue of the linner. Sincere 

anger isa loxing anger ,- a dexout anger. It fits a 

man for the duties of Joue to men, ot deuotion to 

God: This anger is'a whetftone to Prayer, and by 

helpe of it, thou ſhilt- pray better then before. If 
then thine anger ſodiſguiſe thee, and pur thee out 

of frame, that thou canſt not tell, either how to 

pray to God, or looke, or ſpeake louing'y roman, 

aot onely the perſon angring\thee, -but-{carce any 

other, it is a conuition'of the deceittulneſſe of rby!

If not for my 
fake,yet for ſuch poore ones, my flockes mighthane 
beene ſpared. And fo 7ebs graces ſhined more glo- 
riouſly when his houſes were ouerthrowne, then 
when the doores of them were fet open for the 
poore to enter it ; when his flockes were ftellen 
trom him, then when the poore were ſuſtained by 
them : For then hee ſhewed loueto men, but now 
hee thewed a more ſpeciall kinde of loue and obedi- 


people might farre better indge of the feature, and 
felegancie of the fencers bodies, when they were na- 
ked, then when their cloathes were on : ſo may wee 
then beſt iudge of our ſelues, when God hath ſtript 


glory and proſperitie. | 

But a farre more excellent tryall are the common 
atflitions of the Church in perſecution. For as 
the Apoltle ſpeaketh of kereſies, o is it true alſo of 
perſecutions, that they muft needes be, that the appro- 
wed may be made knowne, To this purpoſe excellent 
isthe ſpecch of old Simeon tothe Virgin.

Here was the tryall of Nichodemas, and 
loſeph'of Arimathea, with whom it faredin their af- 
fetion to Chriſt, as with 79/eph the ſonne of 7acvb, 
in his affe&tion to his brethren: When hee ſaw them 
in anguiſh and. diſtreſſe, then hee could conceale 
| his afte&tion no longer, but.cryed out, 7 am 7oſeph 
your brother : For 4 brother, auth Salomon; is borne 
[for adwerſitie, namely, then to diſcouer his affeQi- 
on, if hee haue any. So when theſe two ſaw the 
vniuR and cruell dealings of the Prieſts with Chriſt, 
their elder brother, then though before they were 
| but cloſe Diſciples, and one could hardly tcl! what 
'ro-make oft them, yet then they manifeſted them- 
 ſelues; rhen their loue, their zcale, and harty affe- 
'Qion to Chriſt brake forth. For as Salomon diſco- 
/uered the true mother from the falſe, by taking a 
ſword to cut the childe in two : fo doe perſecu- 


[tours diſcouer true Children of the Church from | * 


falſe, when by the ſword of perſecution. they ſtrike 
at their Mother. O there be many of vs in theſe 
| dayes of peace, that make great ſhowes: When the 
Fanne comes it ſhall appeare whether wee be chaffe 
or wheate.

| proſperitiez and lo diſcouers that deceit whereof wee 
ſpake; namely, that if wee were in a more plentifull 
and richer eſtate, wee would-be better, then now 
we are, ys 
3- Triallis by proſperitie, nothing inferiour to 
former by adver fitie : For as Gnetie Snailes puſh 
out their hornes till they be ronched : ſo others 
with Jonathan follow chaſe well, till they come 
where honey is. Nay, many there are whom affli- 
tion bath not dereRed, that peace and proſperitic 
hath. The Parable of the Sunne and the Winde 


| is knowne. Some of thoſein 2weene Marics dayes, 


who 
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ſcience taſt on, for all the ſhaking of the boyſterous 
windes, which then raged moſt fiercely, yer after. 
ward by the flattering raies of that ſweer ſun-lhine 


and throw off their coats, at leaſt ro weare them 
more looſely : How chaſte was Dasid in his atflidti- 
ons? If an hundred Bathſbebaes had then methimin 
the wilderneſle , hee would got much haye beene 
moued, But we know afterward, when hee was at 
| reſt in his Kingdome , how fearefully hee was foy- 
led. So that, that which once thoſe women ſang 
of Saul and Daxid, by way of ioy and congratulati- 
on;may we astruely ling of theſetwo trials, by way 
| of mourning and lamentation. Aduerſity hath 
| layne his chouſands, Proſperity tenne thouſands. 
| Theſe two of all others are the ſoreſt trials,and haue 
| greateſt force of dereQing z eſpecially, when they 
come both rogether, as in the three childreftz who 
at once were tryed, borh by the ſweerneſfſe of the 
 mulicke, to enchant their ſenſes, and by rhe ter- 
| rour of the fire to-affrighr and aſtoni(h their hearts. 
| And fo have many holy Martyrs beenetryed borh 
| wayes, both by rhe rhreataings, and by the faire 
and large promiles of their aduerſaries. Contrary 
'to that God gaue in charge to Zebay to ſpeake 
neither enill nor good to 14c06, that is, neither by

fu'l and fuſpitious of it ſeife. And fo it will make a. 
Chriſtian when he ſees another, ſpecially a 7onadab, 
to ſay to himſelfe, Is my heart vprighr, fo as is his ?

Walke before mee, 
fairh God to Abraham,and be wpright.Firſt,Walke be- 
fore mee,ſet thy ſelte in my prelence, behold my all- 
ſeeing eye,that ſeethin the darke,euen in the darkeſt 
corners of the heart, and then be wprighr. This ap- 
prehenſion of Gods preſence will qualh and cruſh 
even the very firſt riſings of hypocriticall thoughts, 
What ? God ſees me, and (hall I dare to dally with 
him? If but a man,nay,ifbut a childe could looke in- 
to my heart, I durſt not deale doublely and deceit.

For,henceit comes to pafle,that we are ſo cariedand 
{wayed;cuen in our beſt ations, with the reſpeRs of 
our owne praile and profit, Therefore S, Zuke notes 
that the wiſe builder, that is, the fincere Chriftan, 
digges deepe; namely ina deepe humiliation of his 
owne ſoule; whereas the foolilh builder, that is,the

0 let the malice of the wicked come to an end; But guide 
thow the inſt: For the righteous Lord ſearcheth the 
hearts and the reynes. And therefore he ſeeth the in- 
nocency and ſinceritie of the one,the fraud and hy- 
pocrilie of the other,notwithſtanding all their good- 
ly words.The eyes of the Lord looke downe from heanen, 
to ſbew himſclfe ſtrong to them that are of 4 pound hart: 
namely, in the end atlaſt, even when they are moſt 
weake in themſelues, to giue them the victory. 
Fourrthly. But moſt cordiall is that conſolation 
which this dorine miniſtreth in our temptations 
and inward conflits with Sathan and our owne 
Conſciences, crying out againſt vs,that wee are not | 
that which others and our ſelues have thought, 
that wee haue not ſo much as the leaſt dramme of 
any goodneſle. And indeed,in temptation,our fins 
ofren preſent themſelues in ſuch a multitude, that 
they wholly intercept from our eyes the ſight of 
grace. Yet herein tht defe&t of our owne knowledge 
wee muſt comfort our ſelues with Gods; and ſay 
with Ezechiah,in that his grieuous triall,@ Zordghow 
knoweſt 1 haue walked with 4 perfect heart before thee.

thereby renewing the bitter memory of his three- 
fold deniall, and in-effeR ſaying thas much : How 
can I chinke that thou who halt ſo often denyed me 
doeſt loue me? hee yer ſuſtained himfelfe with his 
meditation of Gods knowledge; Lord, thow knowef 
all things, thou knoweſt that 1 loue thee.

For ſo [ take it that text may be read; Fe know not | 
what we pray. The fleſh with her murmurings makes 
ſuch a dinne,that wee can hardly heare the voyce of 
the Spirit,mixing with the fleſhesroarings and repi- 
nings, his praying, {ighes and ſobbings. But be- 
cauſe a poore {oule would hence diſcomfort it ſelfe, 
and thinke-whar will ſuch confuſed prayers 
doe mee, which I ſcarſe diſcerne my ſelfe? The 
Apoftle anſ{wereth notably, oppoling to this ob- 
ietion the comfort of this dofrine of Gods know- 
ing the heart: But hee that ſearcheth the heart, hee 
knoweth the meaning of the m Marke how hee op- 
poſerh Gods knowing of our prayers to our owne 
not knowing, As it hee ſhonld ſay : Let not this 
trouble thee, that thou canſt: nor. perceiue that 
thou prayeſt : Doe not therefore thinke thou cant 
not, l ws doeſt nor pray; For thoughthou know 
not what it is thou prayeſt, yet the ſearcher 
of the heart, whois greater then thy heart;he know- 
eth and approuethalſo thy prayer. Diſcourage not 
then thy ſelfe ouer-much in the-want of fecling of

1 That good andeuill thoughts and deſires, in 
Gods account, are good and euill workes.For God 
here faith, hee rakerh through: natice of rhe heart, 
that hee may re e men according to their 
workes: Thereby implying, that if hee did nor ſee 
the heart, there muſt needes ſcape: many wicked 
thoughts and delires vnpuniſhed,many good ones 
alſo goe vurewarded; and fo he ſhould not be able 
to giue to euery worke his proper recompence, 
namely, to the inward workes of the heart, the 
thoughts and deſires thereof. Concerning : euill 
thoughrs, Peters ſpeech js excellent to Simon Ma- 
gus: Pray to God, that if it be poſſuble, the thought of 
thy heart may be forginen thee. Forgiueneile preſup- 
poſerh deſert of puniſhment; punilhment an evil

work meriting it,for puniſhmentsareonly awarded 
to 
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ded to workes. For good thoughts and deſires 


to willand doe. It both be his owne workes, the de- 
fire as well as the deede, hee muſt needes loue,:and 
like both the one, andthe other. This maketh a- 
gainſt them, rhar make no bones of euill thoughts, | 
as though no other cuill workes, then ſuch as be 
cunead 2. It ſerueth tor comfort to the children 
of God, diſabled ſometimes by want of outivard 
helpes, or otherwiſe, tor the performance of ſome 
kinde of outward obedience. Theſe muſt remem- 
ber how highly God apprizeth good purpoſes 
| and deſires, accepting and rewarding them, when 
they c>m't to him, as if rhey /'came accompanyed 
with rhe deedes themſclues. David did but conceiue 
a purpoſe -to build God a houſe; God rewards it 
with the building and eſtabliſhing of Dawds houſe, 
2 $4m.7.16. He did but conceiuea purpole co con- 
feſſe his ſinnes; Gods eare was in his heart, before 
Daxids confefhon could be in his tongue, Pſal.3 2.5. 
The poore* beggers that haue wanted foode for 
chemſelues, Chriſt yer ſhall ſay at the laſt day, yee 
haue fed mee when I was hungry, onely in regard 
of their ſtrong affection, it rhey had had abilirie. | 
The prodigall childe,when he was but conceiuing a 
purpoſe of returning, was preuented by his Father 
firſt comming to him, Zxec.t 5. 20. and 1ſay 65. 24- 
God will anſwere ws before we call,that is,in our pur- 
pole of prayer. O ſweet comfort ! when wee ad-

Faith, which clean- 
ſeth the heart,& maketh it a good treaſury,fit for a 
good man to bring forth good things, which alſo 
propoundeth vnto vs,and vrgeth vpon vs the com- 
mandement of God,preſcribing the goodworke to 
be done : whence that title of the {aw of faith and 
whence alſo our obedience,is called the —_— 
faith. 2. A ſincere affetioh chiefly reſpecting Gods 
olory, and the Churches good in that wee doe. 

The ſe, 1. Againſt the Papiſts , that vpon 
ſuch places as this would found the doQtrine of 
merit.

rockes, whereout his workes were hewen, and into 
the hole whereout they were digged, and then aske 
him how that can be cleane-which hath fo impure 
an originall ? \3. Againſt h tes,that with:-their 
leanen ſowre rhe beſt workes they doe. If God 
in iudging of good workes did not looke to the 
heart, an hypocrite might ſpeede as well as the beſt 
Chriſtian. But here wee ſec the affeftion and dil- 
poſition of the heartis all in all with GO D. Wee 
indeede iudge of the heart by the worke: God con- 
trarily iudgeth of the worke by the hears. Wee firſt 
approue the worke, and then the workeman : But 
God firſt hath reſpe& to Habel,and then to his facri- 
fice. Though the matter of the worke be neuer ſo 
good, yet the corruption of an vnſanttificd heart 
will marre all, and changethe nature ofir. And as 
it will be no excuſe before God, when the matter of 
the worke is ill, to plead the gpoodnes of the hearr;, 
fo neyther, when the heart is naught to plead, that 


the matter of the worke is good; Whereot we haue| 


notable examples, E/. 58: in the ewes vrgitg God

Seruants in ſuch 
caſes are ready to obiet. Why ſhould wee have 
any care to pleaſe them, that have fo little care to 
pleaſure vs, nay, that are ready to doe vs all the diſ- 
pleaſure they can? Yea, but for this cauſe they had 
need ſo much the rather to make conſcience of their 
dutie, cuen to the full, becauſe by this meanes they 
{hall-pronide a. notable remedy againſt their Ma- 
ters iniuries, namely, the bountiful reward of God 
himſelfe. Thy Maſter wrongs thee: what then? wilt 
thou therefore wrong thy lelfe ? hee denies thee his 
reward': wilt thou. therefore increaſe thy puniſh- 
ment? and as though. this were not enough,depriuc 
thy ſelfe alſo of Gods reward? Labaxs tyranny could 
not tyre out 7acob in the courſe of his faithfulneſſe, 
and bchold in theend the Lord himlſelfe in (ſpite of 
Zabans teeth richly rewardeth him.

double obedience muſt needs haue more then a fin- 
gle reward.

Grudge 
not, their externall obedience proportionable re- 
ward in the outward thingsof this life : God herein 
does no otherwiſe, then as ſometimes noble Cap- 
taines, who haue honoured their enemies,when they 
have fought valiantly, to put ſome ſpirit into their 
owne Souldiers; or then COT Parents doe,re- 
warding their ſeruants diligence, and durtifulneſle, 
thereby ro prouoke their own children.So {houldeſt | 
thou interpret Gods temporall rewards giuen to- 
the vnſound obedience of the wicked, his enemies, 
| his {laues,as a ſpurre hee purs into thy (ide his owne 
ſouldier,his owne ſonne:for if thou wilt doe thy du- 
tie as thou oughreſt, how much more may<ſt thou 
aſſure thy ſelfe ofa farre greater reward. For Gods 
bounty is not as manyes, like to riuers, who are 
greater further off then neerer home, at the head 
|and well-fpring where they firſt riſe, Withall conſi- 
der,theſe mens damnation fleeperh nor. The day of 
udgemenc haſteneth, wherein the godly, in this life 
ſtanding at the barre, ſhall firon thrones, andiudge 
their Iudges, binding Nobles with chaines,and Prin- 
ces with fetters of iron. Though in this life Dixes
